The Reagan Administration's Tecent approval of a 
plan to bar the Internal Revenue Service from denying 
tax-exeimpt status. to Schools which racially discriminate 
一 &bDolicy upheld by several Federal courts and by the 
Supreisae Court itself 一 18 ashocking affront to the ideals 
of equaljlity and justice so_ fundamental to the American 
democracy. Regardless of how the plan was ,appPToved -- 
a lack of extensive coiisideration of the plan and a bungl- 
ing ofinternal communications seem evident -- the very 
fact that it was Seen and approved not only by Reagan2s 
three top aides，but by ， the President ;himself as well 
speaks poorly of the Administration?s commitment :to 
the rights guaranteed to all Americans under the Constit- 
ution. 

Similarly，the Administration?s later moves to quiet 
criticism of the plan -- which was soon Tecognized to be 
a bolitical embarassment and obviously offensive to 
minorities and civil Tights supporters -- appear to be 
Ieluctant and half-hearted，.after-the-fact attempts to 
Save political face， 

We are angered at the Reagan Administration'?s lacK 
of empathy for racial minorities and at their unpreced- 
ented _ attacks upon the hard-earned progress that has 
been made in civil rights in the recent past， We urge 
all Supporters of the American constitution and the 
Civil Tights therein guaranteed to become imore active 
and vigllant in their efforts. 

And we suggest that the Reagan Administration Tevie 双 
thelir history books and the Constitution. Civil rights 
Should not be attacked as they have been recently by the 
Administration，not only because it will ultimately result 
in sharp criticism and political damage，but because they 
are 3a basic component of the democratic ideals Upon 
which this country is based.

The sewage Project has been 
marked by controversy since last 
Spring when the project's major 
contract 一 worth $152 million 一 
was awarded to -the Morrison- 
Knudson Co. At that time，the 
Alliance of Minority Contractors 
charged that Morrison-Knudson 
had failed to meet minority parti- 
cipation ITequirements (下 /人 WWY 
4/29/81，5/20/81，'6/24/81)， 
That protest was dismissed by the 
Environmental Proteetion Agency 
(EPA) last June as being “un- 
timely.” 

RESPONSIVENESS 

The three-year contract Pres- 
ently under dispute would hire a 
diving service to conduct marine 
site inspections of Morrison- 
Knudson's work Starting in April 
Or May.

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Judge Harry Low Urges Ctown 


Effort to Fight Delinquency 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 “I raised 
three kids through the Vietnam 
War years and the 70s，and 工 
know it's not easy,， Judge Harry 
Low， Presiding judge of SF"s 
Juvenile Court，explained，At a 
Tecent meeting of the SF Delin- 
quency 了 Prevention ， Commission 
and the National Conference of 


Christians and Jews，Low called 
upon parents and public institu- 


tions to cooperate in the 王 ght 
against juvenile delinquency，a 
Problem with increasingly serious 
effects on the social and economic 
life of Chinatown . 

Juvenile delinquents come in 
many forms，Low explained，and 
include truants，runaways，arson- 
ists，drug and alcohol abusers， 
“plain old robbers and burglars,” 
and others under 18 who display 
“antisocial behavior.” IThe only 


judge on Juvenile Court，Low 


Ieviews .the cases of all chronic 
offenders (except those over 15 
who have attempted or committed 
deadly assault，armed. robbery， 
rape, Or murder，who are usually 
tried as adults). He also oversees a 
staff which includes four referees， 
12 district attorneys and public 
defenders， 280 probation offi- 
cers, and more than 100 Dept. of 
Social Services workers， In addqi- 
tion, he is in charge of Log Cabin 
Ranch，a facility which holds 75 
delinquent boys. 
AGGRAVATED 
Although the San Francisco 
population is around 23 %-Asian， 
only 10% of the juvemiile delin- 
quents who come before Low are 
Asian, he estimated, 再 owever，he 
is quick to point out that the days 
when Chinatown leaders could 
brag about the communitys low 
rate of youth crime are gone. 
“Although there has been a 
decrease in the number of drama- 
tic， violent gang killings， the 
problem of juvenile delinquency 
among Chinese and other Asians 
has become aggravated in recent 
years，he told 瑟 ast/West， and 
_cases have increased iDP both 
number and seriousness, Of the 75 
boys currently at Log Cabin 
Ranch，there are eight Chinese， 
three Filipinos，two Vietnamese， 
and one Samoan 一 as compared 
With fiveCaucasians， 
Low noted that the proportion 


“of Chinese youths who comm 站 


“less serious”offenses, with whom 
he does not deal,is probably much 
higher than 10 色 .Its my feeling 
that Chinese kids are committing 
Petty theft in the same ProporT- 
tions as ip the general popula- 
tion,”he observed. 


Besides the problems of theft,， 


Vehicle violations， drug 。 and 
alcohol abuse， truancy， and

community members. In addition， 
“a _ lot of people come to the 
Chinese，comimnunity during this 
time，sSO 过 does Present OpPorT- 
tunities to ,those who are evil- 
minded,”. 

Low speculates that poor 
schooling，poverty and a bad 
home life _ are factors most often 
leading a youth to turn to crime or 
antisocial behavior， He blames 
Part of the increase ip juvenile 
delinquency on the breakdown of 
the family， 

“A lot of parents just arent 
around anymore， Often， both 
parents work so hard for the good 
of the family，”yet they don't take 
thetime to talk with their children 
and spend time with them,”he 
noted. He advised Parents to place 
greater emphasis on Supervision 
and involvement with their child- 
ren and less emphasis on economic 
achievement， 

Low also mnoted that “the 
techniques of the old world dont 
work today..….Some of the firm- 
ness .and discipline that the 
Chinese culture is known for is a 
fine thing, but with modifications 
to take account of the society that 
the kids live in.”Of course，Low 
added,“a lot of parents are just 
Plain bad parents 一 Some arent 
interested, and some are abusive.” 

” EMBARASSMENT 


“When an aqolescent is trying 


to_ break into adulthood and is 
Surrounded by cultural conflicts， 
economic Dressures.， .examples of 


adults who are involved in 
gambling and fraud，its easy to 
jump the tracks, Low said，He 
cited lack of adult authority， 
idleness，television，and the Trace 
for instant satisfaction and wealtk 
as ”contributing ，factors， bnut 
added,“who knows what all the 
catses of crime areP ”Immigrant 
youths have the highest rate of 
adjustment Problems，but delin- 
quency transcends Socioeconomic 
boundaries, Low noted. 


One，Ppositive ”aspect of the 
cultural upbringing of Chinese 
youths is that these youths are 
often mortified when their of- 
fenses are discoverd，said Low， 
“Often, they feel so much embar- 
assment after they are caught once 
or twice that they stop. It is to the 
credit of the Chinese kids that they 
often grOw out of 过,” 

“But still，there are those bad 
apples，and the Chinese com- 
munity probably knows who those 
bad apples are,，Low continued， 
“but they refuse to do something 
about 让 ,” Often,- Chinese may 
refuse to assist in the identification 
or apprehension of Chinese 
youths， 

“Of course, Sometimes they prey 
on gambling activities，which are 
illegal themselves，so that the 
crimes cant be reported,， Low 


said, observing that Chinese youth ， 


often learn illegal tactics from 
theirelders,， 

“But the community must look 
at its interests as a whole 一 the 
gangs apply the same tactics 
which work against the China- 
town people to the tourists，and 
then a_negative image of China- 
town is put out，so Chinatown 
loses tourists and the community is 
hurt economically,” Low said, 
“The _ community that tolerates 
this activity is just adding to the 
Problem， he asserted. 

CIVIC INVOLVEMENT 

Low is clearly frustrated at the 
low level of civic participation on 
the part of many Chinese Ameri- 
cans, Calling 让 “short-sighted,” he 
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“Americans to shy away from jury 


duty and to refuse to put money 


into charitable activities， even 
when they are successful in 
.business， 


“A democratic System allows 
you to do well and to advance,” 
Low said, “but 站 also requires 
civic involvement，including the 
contribution of resources, in Order 
to resolve ， community “Prob- 
lems.” 

Increasing rates of juvenile 
delinquency are not limited to the 
Asian community，Low noted. In 
the past ten years， juvenile 
delinquency 记 the US has ipn- 
creased around 80 匈 , Higher rates 
among Asian youths “come as Part 
of the Americanization Pro- 
cess, ”Oow observed， 

One dramatic change Low has 
observed over the years is the 
increasing number of Asian girls 
who become delinquent，VWhere- 
as there used to be nearly no Asian 
girls appearing in his coOurtroom， 


Low said they now appear in 
proportions similar to other racial 
groups.“Theyre at the age where 
they should be cheerleaders or 
doing social work in church，and 
yet they end up here for dragging 
someone into a restroom -and 
brutally beating her, ”he noted， 
“Because of the increasing SOph- 
istication of youngsters (involved 
in _ crime) and the graying of 
America，people are getting more 
and Imore interested in law 
enforcement, and stiffer penalties 
are being given,” Low noted. In 
sentencing youths， however，Low 
emphasizes that the Purpose is 
educational.”His sentences might 
consist of several hours of clean- 
UP work at the Hall of Justice or 
sending a youth to the Log Cabin 
Ranch for a weekend. 5

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Keep Chinese New Years 
Happy and Healthy

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chinese 
New Year can be hazardous to 
your heajlth. 

That was the message presented 
last week in four Chinese New 
Year food demonstrations spon- 
Sored by Health Center 4，the 
Northeast Mental Health Center， 
and the UC Cooperative Exten- 
Sion. .More than 100 people 
attended the .workshops，which 
emphasized moderation as the key 
to_ the most healthful celebra- 
tions，at_ the Chinatown Child 
Development Center (CCDC) and 
Health Center 4. 

PREVENTIVE 

An important holiqay ritual 一 
besides cleariing house and 
Preparing new clothes and shoes 
一 is the eating' of special foods 
which signify good- luck and 
Tespect for ancestors，said organ- 
izers Catherine Wong，Chi Raie 
Cheung，and Florence Chan. By 
Preparing these foods at home， 
one can not only bring more 
personal meaning to the delicacies 
but also increase their nutritional 
value -and save money， they 
advised. 

“The main objective was to 
increase awareness of nutrition as 
a_ major component of preven- 
tive health care in a creative and 
interesting way,” public _ health 
nutritionist Catherine Wong said 
of the demonstrations，in which 
seven foods were prepared and 
then enthusiastically sampled by 
toddlers， mothers， and _ elderly 
alike. 

Nutrition is particularly crucial 
around New Year，when many 
Chinese suffer from indigestion， 
heartburn，constipation，and sore 
throats，VWong noted. The elderly 
especially may complain of head- 


aches and tiredness，symptoms of 
hypoglycemia (high blood sugar 
levels). 

These ailments may be easily 
avoided by watching what one 
eats，the nutritionists said，They 
stressed that they were not 
advocating totally giving up New 
Year treats 一 “which tend to be 
loaded with sugar and fats 一 but 
Simply advising celebrants to 
maintain balanced diets and sub- 
stitute more nutritious items in 
recipes whenever possible. 

FESTIVE 

Besides examining the mnutri- 
tional value of foods，the work- 
shop leaders discussed their 
cultural significance. Many foods 
are _ prepared because the words 


for them sound similar to other 


Chinese characters signifying 
various aspects of good fortune or 
ancestor WoIship，For example， 
the characters for “lotus seeds” 
(lian xi) sound similar to“one son 
after another,” so hopeful parents 


ingest this food on New Year's 


Day， 

Those wishing to increase parti- 
cular_ attributes may eat celery， 
which is pronounced similarly to 
“work hard,，or onions, sounding 
like“wise.” The character for fish 
(yu4) Sounds like the character for 
“more than enough,”so whole fish 
is a good choice for those desiring 
prosperity in the coming year. Jai， 
a dish of assorted vegetables，is 
eaten in order to purify oneself (by 
abstaining from meat) and toshow 
respect and Sincerity in wor- 
shipping Buddha and the memory 
of one's ancestors, the nutritionists 
explained. 

A staple during the holiday is 
New Year Cake or Nian Gau 
(meaning “make Progress every 
year ). In the recipe prepared for

the workshops,“We increased the 
nutrient density of the cake by 
substituting milk for water and by 
cutting down on the sugar, Wong 
Said. The result is pastries high in 
calcium- and protein that are 
much jless expensive than those 
available in stores, usually at $2 to 
$3 each. 

“For a lot of newcomers, budget 
is the main problem,”VWong said， 
“and we know they will want to 
buy these foods for their signi- 
ficance.” She explained that new- 


_comers who were Unable to afford 


the edibles would be upset, so one 
of the workshop's goals was to 
insure that there would be a 
festive time for all. 

CALCIUM 

Another type of cake，Fa Gat， 
is eaten in order to“get rich”in 
the new year,. The cake expands in 
Size several times when 过 is 
cooked，As in the other 
recipe, milk， which is high in 
calcium,，was Substituted for water 
and the Temaining ingredients 
adjusted so that the cakes come 
out tasting “the same or even 
better” thamn 
bakeries， 

“The Chinese diet in general is 
low in _ calcium,” Wong said. 
“Chinese women who have givemn 
many births are especially vulner- 
able to problems (relating to 
calcium deficiencies),”Osteopor- 
osis, or a_ weakening of the bones， 
sometimes exhibited as lower back 
pain，is the most common result， 
she said. 

A_ Cantonese poem says that 
when the round jian duwai (fried 
balls) turns，the whole house 
becomes full of gold coins. There- 
fore;, 7iamn 2tOai are prepared for

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The first 
American gallery exhibit of the 
Dew calligraphy of Li Lidqa is on 
display now through February 7 
at the Jehu-Wong Gallery，2719 
Bush Street. Although Li studied 
calligraphy traditions of the old 
masters while in high school，he 
has since developed a unique style 
of his own，making dramatic 
departures from the 3,000- 
year-old tradition of calligraphy 
by altering the integrity of the 
brushwork and playing with the 
decorative qualities of the ideo- 
grams. 

Lis use of vibrant，bold colors， 
slick paper，irectangular formats， 
and jlarge-scale characters are 
radical to the tradition of black ， 
ink,，absorbent paper，scroll form- 
mat，and small-scale characters. 
Aside from his revered brushes of 
antiquity，Li also uses felt-pen 
markers, pastels，crayons，pencils， | 


and exterior paint brushes qipped 
in colored ink to create his modern 
art. 
ETHEREAL 
Li often uses the color of the 
characters to express the emotional' 
tcne of the words. Yellow brush- 
strokes and black edges of the 
Chinese characters for “oriole,” 
evo ke the image of the song- 
bird, in one work.

XIAN 一 China has unearthed 
two bronze chariots， comPplete 
with eight horses and twochaiiot- 
eers，close to the tomb of its first 
emperor，Qin Shi Huangdi，who 
died 2,191 yearsiago， 

The discovery has sent a thrill of 
excitement through Xian,， comPpar- 
able to that of 1974 when peasants 
discovered the massive under- 
ground pottery army created to 
guard the emperor in death，the 
Associated Press reported. 

Such large funerary objects 
(half jlife-size) have never been 
found in bronze”before， 
Kesun，deputy director of the 
Bureau of Cultural Relics，said. 
“The horses are running and each 
charioteer is sitting as he handles 
the bronze reins of his four-horse 
team,”Ma reported，adding that 
the chariot sets are painted io 
different colors and ornamented 
agreed that the program's value 
lies in its teaching of “general 
knowledge.”
